Rules and Regulations 

Exhibitors are requested to thoroughly acquaint themselves with the 
following rules as they will be strictly enforced: 

1. Entries in all classes close May 25th. 

2. No entry will be accepted unless accompanied by entry fee. 

3. The Management reserves to itself the right of declining to receive any 
entry and also of cancelling any entry that may have been received and 
returning any fee that may have been paid, if such action in the opinion of the 
Management, is in the best interest of the Horse Show. An entry or entries 
decided by the Judge or Committee as in any way undesirable, untrained, 
unfit, or improperly “turned out” may be disqualified from any class. 

4. Exhibitors cancelling their entries after the official closing date, shall 
forfeit their entry fee. 

5. Each animal entered for competition shall be under the control of the 
Horse Show Committee, but the Red River Exhibition will in no case be respon¬ 
sible for any loss or damage that may occur; and it shall be a condition of entry 
that each exhibitor shall hold the Red River Exhibition blameless for any loss 
or accident which may occur by fire or otherwise. 

6. Exhibitors are responsible for having all entries in the Assembly Ring 
ten minutes before each respective class is called for showing, and must 
enter the ring promptly when called. Those not ready when called will' not 
be allowed to enter the Ring or compete. 

7. Post entries may be received or rejected at the discretion of the Com¬ 
mittee, but when accepted will be charged for at double the amount of the 
regular fee. 

8. All drivers, riders, and attendants must be neatly and appropriately 
dressed. All exhibitors are requested to pay particular attention to both the 
dress and demeanor of their attendants, particularly those whose duties require 
that they must enter the Ring to care for horses. 

9. Martingales are not permitted in Saddle, Hack or Thoroughbred Classes. 

10. C.H.S.A. Rules re “Appointments” in Western Stock Horse Division 
will apply. 

11. The Horse Show Committee reserves the right to cancel any class for 
lack of sufficient entries and to hold preliminary Judging or Jumping elimina¬ 
tion of horses entered in any class if the number of entries make this necessary. 

12. All Western Stock Horse and Gymkhana Classes, 1 to 25, will be 
shown on June 21st and 22nd. All other Classes 26 to 84 will be shown on 
June 24th to June 29th.

78—Puissance Jumping — To be shown over a course of six to 
eight obstacles at a time allowed pace of 327 yards per 
minute in accordance with F.E.I. rules, Table A. Scoring 
shall be under F.E.I. rules and time shall not be a bonus 
factor. Time faults at the rate of one-quarter fault will be 
added to jumping faults for each commenced second over 
the time allowed. Time limit for the class shall be twice 
the time allowed and exceeding of the Time Limit shall mean 
elimination. In event of a jump off the jumps shall be raised 
and spread and some obstacles removed from the course. 
This procedure shall be followed for subsequent jump offs 
provided the course shall not be made shorter than two 
obstacles, one of which shall be a spread and the other a 
straight fence. (Competitors are warned to observe the 
compulsory turn points marked by flags.) COURSE WILL 
BE POSTED IN HITCHING AREA AT LEAST ONE HOUR 
PRIOR TO TIME OF THE CLASS COMMENCING.

If more than eight entries are received, the class will be 
divided into two divisions; division A and division B. Divi¬ 
sion “A” will jump on Monday and Wednesday night, divi¬ 
sion “B” will jump Tuesday and Thursday night. 

Friday night will be a consolations performance consisting 
of 2nd and 3rd place winners of the previous four nights to 
a maximum of six entries. In selecting these horses, second 
place winners take precedent over 3rd place winners. If 
necessary, the filling of the class will be decided by a draw 
among the 3rd place winners; if necesary, among the 4th 
place winners of the previous four nights. 

Saturday night’s contestants will be limited to six entries. 

These will be the winners of the previous five nights; then 
a draw among the 2nd place winners of the previous five 
nights to fill the 6th entry spot. If a further draw is needed, 
it will be among the 3rd place winners of the previous five 
nights. 

The class will be scored under C.H.S.A. rules and will con¬ 
sist of a simple course composed of jumps designed to give a 
true test of a horse’s jumping ability. 

Prizes: First five nights, 1st—$25; 2nd—$20; 3rd—$15; 4th—R. 

Final Night—$100 plus entry to be divided as follows: 

1st—40%; 2nd—30%; 3rd—15%; 4th—10%; 5th—5%; 6th—R.
